OBAMA BROADENS 
STEM CELL FUNDING 


President opens path 
to more federal money 
for divisive research

Reversing Bush policy. President Obama 
on Monday cleared the way for a significant 
increase in federal dollars for embryonic stem 
cell research and 
promised no scien- 
tific data will be “dis- 
torted or concealed 
to serve a political 
agenda.” 

Obama signed the 
executive order on 
the divisive stem cell 
issue and a memo 
addressing what 
he called scientific 
integrity before an 
East Room audience 
packed with scientists. He laced his remarks 
with several jabs at the way science was handled 
by former President George W Bush. 

“Promoting science isn’t just about providing 
resources, it is also about protecting free 
and open inquiry,” Obama said. “It is about 
ensuring that ... we make scientific decisions 
based on facts, not ideology” 

Fulfilling a campaign promise, Obama signed 
the order on stem cell research that supporters 
believe could uncover cures for serious ailments 
from diabetes to paralysis. Embryonic stem 
cells are master cells that can morph into any 
cell of the body Scientists hope to harness 
them so they can create replacement tissues to

House Minority Leader John Boehner (R- 
Ohio) criticized Obama, saying in a statement 
that the president had “rolled back important 
protections for innocent life, further dividing 


our nation at a time when we need greater 
unity to tackle the challenges before us.” 

Bush limited the use of taxpayer money 
to only the 21 stem cell lines that had been 
produced before his decision in 2001. He argued 
he was defending human life because days-old 
embryos— although typically from fertility 
clinics and already destined for destruction— 
are destroyed to create the stem cell lines. 


Suspect made ‘death day’ note, prosecutor says

bing two congregants referred to Sunday as 
“death day” on a planner found in his home 
and carried enough ammunition to kill 
30 people, a prosecutor said Monday 

Madison County State’s Attorney William 
Mudge did not know how the reference was 
entered in alleged gunman Terry Sedlacek’s 
day planner, only that it singled out Sunday as 
“death day” 

“The only thing I can really comment on is 


he came armed with many rounds of ammuni- 
tion and a knife, and I think we can surmise 
that more bloodshed may have occurred,” 
Mudge said Monday 

Sedlacek, 27, of Troy was charged Monday 
with first-degree murder and aggravated bat- 
tery in the attack that killed Rev Fred Winters 
and left two congregants who tackled the gun- 
man with stab wounds. 

Neither Mudge nor Illinois State Police 
would comment on a possible motive in the 
attack, or on Sedlacek’s mental state when 
he allegedly strode into First Baptist Church 


shortly after 8 a.m. Sunday, exchanged words 
Winters, then began firing. 

Sedlacek once suffered bouts of erratic behav- 
ior his family said was due to Lyme disease. 

Sedlacek’s attorney Ron Slemer, told the 
Belleville News-Democrat that his client’s fam- 
ily is “very sorry for the pastor’s congregation.” 

Sedlacek was ordered held without bond 
even as he remained hospitalized Monday in 
serious condition. 

Authorities said he stabbed himself in the 
throat while being wrestled to the ground by 
two congregants, who also were wounded.

So is “Going Public,” 

That’s why Pm devoting this column 
to a CTA version of a great debate, “CTA 
Stranding: Fact or Fiction?” 

In one corner, we have a concerned 
mother, Honni Harris, who called “Going 
Public” last week to say her 9 -year-old 
son ended up alone on the street on Feb, 

17 around 5:30 p,m, after a CTA bus broke 
down, Harris, who lives in Englewood, 
contends that the bus operator left the scene, and a subsequent 
operator wouldn’t let her son on board without another full fare. 
This alleged activity flies in the face of CTA policy, which 
stipulates that bus operators on broken-down vehicles help 
passengers board the next bus, and issue emergency transfers if need 
be, according to transit agency spokeswoman Wanda Taylor, 

But in the other corner, we have the CTA, which investigated the 
incident and found no evidence of a broken-down bus on that route 
around that time, Taylor said. 

She said 

Harris said her 9 -year-old is now afraid to ride the bus by himself 
after ending up alone on 55th Street instead of at a relative’s home 
15 minutes away, 

“My son told me the first operator just left him and a bunch of 
riders standing there,” Harris said, “The next operator told my son 
he didn’t believe he paid his fare on the previous bus, and just left 
him at the stop,” 

Harris’ son was MIA for an hour as a result of this incident, she 
said. The concerned mother said she was about to dial the police 
around 6:30 p,m,, just as her son walked in, 

Harris said her son told her that a passing motorist gave him fare 
to get home, 

CTA said 

The CTA does have a record of contact with Harris, who said she 
called the agency’s 74th Street Garage as well as the agency’s help 
line. But the agency says there was no bus breakdown, 

“CTA took the investigation a step further and checked for any 
bus breakdowns along 55th Street during the evening hours and no 
incidents of a bus breakdown were found,” Taylor said.

When Anne Baker graduated from 
Southern Illinois University in 1975, 
she was pleased to be hired as a birth 
control counselor for a Planned 
Parenthood clinic, though it was 
not her dream job.

“I wanted it so bad.” 

Baker was thrilled when the 
Supreme Court legalized abortion 
in its 1973 Roe v Wade decision. 
She had been raised by her Catholic 
divorced mother and her great-aunt. 
They had little money, and to put 
herself through college, she worked 
a year, saved, went to school for a 
year, then worked the next year. “I 
was so convinced that to stay inde- 
pendent, women needed abortion 
for a backup,” she said. “It was like 
a calling for me.” 

In her time working in an abor- 
tion clinic, she estimates she has 
done counseling for 25,000 women 
and a few girls. “It’s been my dream 
job,” she said. “I wanted to be stand- 
ing by the side of someone who was 
making a decision that others would 
condemn her for, and support her 
and link arms and say, ‘you’re a good 
person making a hard decision,’ and 
that’s what I’ve done for 33 years.” 

But here is the question: As 
Baker’s generation approaches 
retirement— women whose com- 
mitment to abortion was forged 
in the pre-Roe v Wade days— will 
younger women take their places at 
the clinics? 

“We worry about that a lot,” said 
Sally Burgess, chairwoman of the 
National Abortion Federation, the 
main professional support group for 
abortion providers. 

“Tbunger women have always had 
access to abortion care; they don’t 
fully appreciate the battle that was 
fought to have it available to them. 
And more important, I don’t think 
they know how precarious the 
option is at this point, even with 
Obama’s election. 

“What I observe for women in 
their 20s and 30s — there are fewer 
who really have the fire in the belly 
for this.”

As the economy worsens, providers of repro- 
ductive services say they are fielding more calls 
from distraught women facing difficult deci- 
sions about pregnancies they didn’t plan and 
can’t afford. 

The interviews also suggest that more 
women are struggling to afford contraception 
and that, in some cases, they are risking their 
physical and emotional health by delaying 
abortion procedures for weeks as they seek a 
way to pay the cost. 

One married woman told the Tribune she 
and her husband made the painful choice to 
end her pregnancy because they could not 
afford a third child. It was not until her 14th 
week that they could pull together enough 
money to pay 

Abortion rates have been declining for years, 
and experts said it is too early to know if the 
nation’s financial woes will change that trend. 
Government and private agencies that track 
abortions have not yet compiled statistics for 
2008 or early 2009. 

But Planned Parenthood of Illinois says that 
in January it performed the highest number of 
abortions in its history (The agency has a pol- 
icy against disclosing the actual numbers.) 

Meanwhile, calls to The Cradle, a private 
adoption agency in Evanston, have increased

Shjavon Griffin, manager of Planned 
Parenthood’s Englewood Health Center, said 
she has noticed that women who usually 
buy several months of birth control pills at 
once now get only a one-month supply.

in number over the last two months, according 
to agency spokeswoman Joan Taeger. Women 
exploring alternatives to abortion also have 
been calling pro-life and faith-based organiza- 
tions for counseling. 

“We definitely have seen more women 
coming to our clinics,” said Angie Weszely 
president of Caris Pregnancy Counseling and 
Resources, a faith-based group that operates 
several crisis pregnancy clinics in the Chicago 
area. 

“The women who come to us, a lot of times 
they are saying: ‘I’m pregnant and I don’t 
want to be. I don’t want to have an abortion. 


but I don’t see another way out.’ Definitely 
the economy is playing into it,” she said. “We 
know it is a factor.” 

The woman who terminated her pregnancy 
at 14 weeks— a mother of two whose husband 
is stationed at a military base in Texas — said 
it took time to find the money to pay for her 
abortion, which the family’s military insurance 
did not cover. 

“I don’t like the fact of an abortion,” said the 
woman, who asked that her name not be pub- 
lished because some family members do not 
know she ended a pregnancy “It’s really not 
the easy way out.” 

Some Planned Parenthood clinics in Illinois 
and other states say they have seen more peo- 
ple seeking contraception services. At the 
same time, some women are limiting birth 
control to save money, a troubling trend that 
could increase their risk of an unwanted preg- 
nancy, health professionals said. 

“These economic hard times are forcing 
people to make the tough decisions and ask 
scary questions of themselves,” said Steve 
Trombley, president and CEO of Planned 
Parenthood of Illinois. 

“Should I pay the mortgage or put food on 
the table for my family? ... Can I pay for basic 
health care and necessary medication? Can I 
afford to have another child?”

A man was stabbed and seriously 
wounded just after noon Monday 
on a CTA Red Line train near the 
Chicago stop, the agency said. 

A passenger on a northbound 
train that was approaching the 
Chicago station told police he had 
been injured by two people, said 
CTA spokeswoman Catherine 
Hosinski. 

The victim was taken to 
Northwestern Memorial Hospital 
in serious to critical condition. Fire 
Cmdr. Will Knight said. 

Detectives on Monday were inves- 
tigating the attack and speaking with 
“persons of interest,” said Chicago 
Police Sgt. Antoinette Ursitti. 

A witness who spoke to the 
Tribune was sitting just a few feet 
from where the attack occurred at 
about 12:15 p.m. 

Two men and a woman, all in their 
20s, got on the train at the Roosevelt 
stop and were sitting facing one 
another— the man seated alone on 
one side of the car, the other man 
and the woman seated together on 
the other side. 

At some point, though, things 
turned heated and the woman 
screamed at the man who was 
seated alone, the witness said. The 
man yelled, “Get out of my face,” 
and shoved her. The other man 
leaped forward and started punch- 
ing him. 

“The woman pulled out a knife 
and started stabbing the man in the 
neck and shoulders,” the witness 
said. 

Someone pulled the emergency 
stop and the train halted. The wit- 
ness said she ran to the first car and 
told the conductor, who ran back to 
the car where the attack occurred 
and didn’t reappear for about five 
minutes.

A federal judge rebuked Chicago Police Supt. Jody 
Weis on Monday for defying his order to hand over 
a list of officers repeatedly accused of misconduct, 
saying Weis’ action “flies in the face of everything this 
court stands for.” 

Weis told the judge he balked at the order because 
he was concerned that releasing the list would harm 
innocent officers. But U.S. District Judge Robert 
Gettleman said Weis was wrong to use the court to 
prove a point. 

“Doing something against the law or order of a 
court for whatever reason is still against the order of 
the court and is still unacceptable,” the judge said as 
Weis nodded in agreement. 

Gettleman held Weis in contempt of court 
Wednesday for failing to follow his order to turn 
over the list to an attorney as part of an ongoing 
civil case. Weis surrendered the list last Friday On 
Monday, Gettleman lifted the contempt but ordered 
the city to pay the fees of the opposing lawyers, pos- 
sibly $50,000 or more. 

“If I offended the court in anyway that was not my 


intention,” Weis said to the judge. 

Gettleman chastised Weis, comparing him with 
Robin Hood. No matter his good intention, Robin 
Hood was still a criminal, he said. 

Attorneys who represent two minor children who 
allege they were beaten by an off-duty detective in 
2007 have requested the city’s list of “repeat officers,” 
those accused more than five times of misconduct 
and all those accused of excessive force. To pursue 
monetary damages against the city, the attorneys 
could try to use the list to prove a pattern of abuse 
that the department has ignored. 

Weis said the list could hurt morale and safety since 
most accusations of wrongdoing are later determined 
to be false. But the judge noted that the list, like oth- 
ers before it, would not be released publicly because 
of a protective order by the court. 

Last year, however, a similar list was publicly 
released, though the officers’ names had been blacked 
out, after another federal judge lifted a protective 
order. That played a part in the city’s stance in this 
case, Mara Georges, the city’s corporation counsel, 
said after the court hearing. 


New plan for 
pet sterilization 

A controversial proposal to 
require nearly all dog and 
cat owners to sterilize their 
animals resurfaced Monday. 
Under the new proposal, 
released by Aid. Ed Burke 
(14th), a third offense for 
not neutering or spaying a 
pet before it turns 6 months 
old would trigger a fine of 
$100 per month. In Burke’s 
previous proposal, the fine 
would have been $500 and 
the animal could have been 
impounded and sterilized. 

Cop imposter 
punishment 

People caught impersonating 
a Chicago Police officer or 
firefighter would be eligible 
for jail time and a fine under 
a proposal approved Monday 
by a City Council committee. 
The amendment proposed 
by Aid. James Balcer (11th) 
comes after the arrest of a 
14-year-old boy who imper- 
sonated an officer. An 
ordinance first enacted in 
1939 imposed only a $10 to 
$100 fine for impersonating 
a police officer and $10 for 
impersonating a firefighter. 

Quinn talks 
stimulus 

Gov. Quinn on Monday put 
a dollar figure on Illinois’ 
homegrown effort to 
stimulate the economy: 

$25 billion. He said he wants 
to spend the money on 
a statewide construction 
program to improve 
schools, roads and bridges, 
and create jobs. Quinn is 
expected to offer more 
details in a March 18 budget 
address.

The FBI is offering a 
reward of up to $10,000 
for information leading to 
the arrest of Raul Araiza, a 
reputed Chicago gang leader 
who has been the subject of 
a nationwide manhunt since 
September.

New bar laws on tap in Utah 


B SALT lake city Getting into a bar in 
Utali is about to become a lot easier. 
Officials agreed Monday to eliminate 
the state’s much-criticized private club 
system, which requires someone to fill out 
an application and pay a fee for the right 
to enter a bar unless he or she is the guest 
of a member.

So much for Hollywood acumen: The 
international “Idol” empire founded by 
Simon Fuller has made a hit TV show seem 
an obvious, even puny ambition as Idolmania 
has swept across the pop culture realm. 

The talent contest has “created this whole 
Zeitgeist, and it’s really about Americans and par- 
ticipating in creating a celebrity of their own,” 
said analyst Shari Ann Brill of Carat USA. 

Fuller, who started it aU with Britain’s “Pop 
Idol” and carried the concept to the US. and 
more than 35TV markets worldwide, told The 
Times of London that “pure, simple television 
is not that interesting for me; what’s far more 
interesting is trying to create a cult effect,” 
It’s been a lucrative exercise for Fuller 
and others. His 19 Entertainment last week 
reported an operating profit of $92,5 mil- 
lion, a 37 percent increase over 200 8’s 
$ 67.4 million. Fuller’s net worth in 2008 report- 
edly approached $i billion, FremantleMedia, 
which teams with 19 Entertainment in pro- 
ducing the US, version, exporting the format 
and licensing, is another winner. 

For Fox, which gave ‘American Idol” a mod- 
est summertime 2002 tryout at the urging of 
Rupert Murdoch, whose News Corp, owns 
the network, the show is a money machine, A 


30 -second commercial on “Idol” costs around 
$500,000 and rises to more than $600,000 for 
the finale, said Ray Dundas, an analyst for ad- 
buying firm Initiative, By comparison, he said, 
other top 10 shows, such as “Grey’s Anatomy” 
get closer to $240,000 per half-minute ad. 

The difference reflects both the size of the 
“Idol” audience and the fact that it can deliver 
the elusive young adult viewers preferred by 
advertisers, Dundas said,

casting. 

It has dominated as the most-watched 
series since its third year, a pattern that’s hold- 
ing true this season even as TV ratings dip 
overall as the consumer pool is increasingly
